where they had occupied a house and cattle kraal, 
from which they were shelled early in the day. 
Lang's Neck is the most difficult point on the road 
frem Newcastle to the Transvaal. 

** At nine o'clock the guns and the rocket battery 
advanced within range. The guns were then ranged 
on the right and the rockets on the left of the road 
tothe Neck. The Neck was shelled for one hour, 
when there was little sign of the enemy.' 

“ The 58th Regiment then advanced to storm, led 
by Colonel Deane. They were met by a destructive 
fire, but held their own gallantly. Meanwhile, 
the Boers emerged from dongas to the right and 
left, and poured a heavy flanking fire into the 58th 
Regiment, who now suffered severely, especially 
among their officers. ‘Their ammunition ran short, 
and their supporte failed to reach them. They, 
therefore, retired with their guns towards the camp, 
keeping up a bold front the while, and now the 
encounter at times became hand-to-hand. 

** The Boers advanced on the left and the right of 
the camp to within a short distance. The General 
then sent out a flag of truce, asking for time to bury 
the dead. The proposal was accepted, and both 
parties proceeded to the task. One British surgeon 
attended a Boer who was wounded, and is said to 
have been detained. Our shells apparently passed 
over the Boer earthworks. The Gatling guns were 
kept in the camp to guard it. The rockets, when 
they were fired at any considerable body, proved to 
be very effective. The Boer losses are estimated at 
500 killed and wounded." 


OFFICERS KILLED. 


Colonel Deane, Lieutenant Elwes, his Aide-de- 
Camp; Major Poole, of the Artillery; Lieutenants 
Baillie and Dolphin, of the 58th Regiment; and 
Lieutenant Inman, of the 60th Rifles.

REINFORCEMENTS FOR SIR С. 
COLLEY. 


Our Illustration of the landing of troops at 
Durban will help the reader to realise the scene 
which occurred at this seaport when the Crocodile 
opportunely disembarked the welcome reinforce 
‘ment from India. The 92nd landed at Durban 
on Sunday, amid great enthusiasm. An address was 


presented to the 83rd, which also landed. Both 
regiments went by train to Maritzburg on Monday 
in order to push forward to the front. Previously, 
the 2nd Battalion 60th Rifles and a detachment of 
Hussars, had left Maritzburg to strengthen General 
Colley. 

A ан was held at the War Office last 
Saturday respecting the news, and it was not con- 
sidered necessary to send any more troops. Esti- 
mates of the numerical strength of the reinforce- 
ments already in or on their way to Natal vary from 
10,000 to 15,000 men. 


COL. DEANE AND HIS FELLOW- 
HEROES, 


Colonel Bonar Millett Deane, late of the 19th Foot, 
and Deputy-Adjutant and Quartermaster-General 
at the Cape of Good Hope, who was killed in the 
attack on Lang's Neck Pass, in the Transvaal, was 
in command of the advance column of Sir George 
Colley’s force, consisting of the érd Battalion 60th 
Rifles and two companies of. the 48th Foot, having 
gone up to Natal on hearing of the outbreak in the 
Transvaal. Dorn in 1834, he was gazetted an ensign 
in the 94th Foot, by purchase, in 1853, but three 
days afterwards was transferred to the 22nd Toot, 
then serving in India, where he served for the greater 
part of his career. In 1879, having just before 
attained the brevet rank of colonel, he was appointed 
extra Inspector under the Local Goyernment Board 
in Ireland during the distress of last winter. ‘This 

зб he resigned in order to undertake the duties of 

eputy-Adjutant and Quartermaster-General at the 
Cape of Good Hope in 1880, and he has now fallen 
in his first action. 

Brevet Major Joseph Ruscombe, Poole, also re- 
poried as killed, was born in 1843, and educated at 
the Royal Military Academy. Не received his com- 
mission in the Koyal Artillery in 1861, апа was pro- 
moted to a captaincy in 1875. fle served as Brigade- 
Major to Colonel Reilly, R.A., C.B., who commanded 
the artillery during the Zulu war, aud received in 
July, 1880, a brevet major.ty. Major Poole was 
given the charge of King Cetewayo during the 
pericd of his captivity, and lived with him at the 
castle at Cape Town. It is said that Major Poole 
acquired great influence with Cetewayo, wlio 
potitoned, when Major Poole was removed from 
him, that he should be permitted to remain. 

Lieutenant Edward Inman, 60th Rifles, who is 
among tlie killed, was born in 1852. Не entered the 
Army as a private soldier in a cavalry regiment, but 
was discharged as beingunderage. He again enlisted 
and worked his way up to the position of 'l'roop 
Sergeant-Major. After six years’ service in the 
ranks he received an officer's commission in the 10th 
Hussars. Having remained in his regiment for some 
time, he effected an exchange with Lord Alwyne 
Compton, of the Grenadier Guards. Last year he

THE LATE COMMANDANT 
D'ARCY, V.C. 


We present а portrait of a gallant officer, Com- 


mandant d'Arcy, who, according to a Times tele- 
gram from Durban, was shot in one of the patrols 
from Pretoria. Не entered the service during the 
war in the old colony as an officer in Colonel Buller's 
Frontier Light Horse. He received the command of 
this corps when the Irregular mounted men were 
formed into a brigade under Colonel Buller in Sir 


‚ Evelyn Wood’s flying column during the Zulu cam- 


paign. It will be remembered that it was for saving 
Captain d’Arcy’s life during the retreat from the 
Zlobane Mountain that Colonel Buller received the 
Victoria Cross. Captain d’Arcy himself received 


that decoration for ‘‘his gallant conduct on July 3, 
1879, during the reconnaissance made before Ulundi 
by the mounted corps in endeavouring to rescue 
Trooper Raubenheim, of the Frontier Light 
Horse, who fell from his horse as the troop 
was retiring. Captain d'Arcy, though the 
Zulus were close upon them, waited for the 
man to mount behind him. 
them both off, and, though much hurt by the 
fall and WU alone, Cap 4 Атсу coolly endea- 
voured to lift the trooper, who was stunned, on to 
the horse, and it was only when he found that he had 
not strength to do so that he mounted and rode off. 
His escape was miraculous, as the Zulus had actually 
closed upon him." 

Colonel Buller, in his despatch after the battle of 
Ulundi, spoke thus of this lamented officer:— 
“Commandant d'Arcy, Frontier Light Horse, 
reckons neither personal inconvenience nor danger 
in the execution of any order. He is determined 
and bold, and has frequently shown great personal 
gallantry, always showing а fine example to his 
men." Commandant d'Arcy received the Victoria 
Cross from the hands of Sir Garnet Wolseley at 
Pretoria at the time of the Secocoeni war.

It is the Timesof Natal which gives the interesting 
narrative of the gentleman who rode through from 
Pretoria іп four days. He was repeatedly fired at. 
But, happily, he brought in safety the reassuring 
news that all the inhabitants were iu the fort. The 
town of Pretoria was deserted, but it was covered by 
the gms of the fort. There were 2000 men bearing 
arms, and there were horses to mount them; 1500 
head of cattie and 1000 sheep; in fact, the fort is 
provisioned for nine months. ‘lhe people in the fort 
live as usual, and the papers are printed daily. The 
country around is patrolled daily within a radius of 
six miles. 

A BRITISH PATROL FROM

Poor Commandant D’Arcy was shot when patrol- 
ling.

Mr. Bright, replying to the taunts addressed to 
him by various members in the course of the deiates, 
spoke on the Coercion Bill on Thursday senui;ht. 
He remarked with regard to former repressive 


measures that he had never denied their necessity, 


but he had complained that they were not accom- 
panied by remedial measures and that no cise of 
grievance was admitted. So, he added, if tiis bill 
had stood alone, and if it were not notorious thet it 
it was to be accompanied by a large remedial measure 
for the admitted grievances of Ireland, he would not 
be sitting on the Treasury bench at that moment. 
Without going into the figures, and leaving the 
case confidently as it had been stated by Mr. 
Forster, he held that the deplorable condition of 
Ireland was fully established by private letters from 
all ciusses and conditions of men, by the accounts of 
the Irish refugees, and by the beast of the Land 
Leaguers that they had superseded the law of Par- 
liament. Tie had always condemned the condition 
of the land tenure of Ireland, but, without pro- 
nouncing any judgment on the legality of the Land 
League, he asserted that the results of it were 
ilegal and in. the highest degree mischievous. 
He dissented entirely fiom the O'Dbonoghuc's 
arallel between the Lund League and the Anti- 
Jorn Law League. ‘There was no likeness but in 
the name. ‘Lhe Anti-Corn Law League had con- 
ducted its agitation in a legal and а peacetul 
manner, and the speeches of its members were 
always conceived in a moral and elevating tone. But 
the Land League had demoralised the people whom 
it professed to befriend, and the last thing the 
Anti-Corn Law League would have done would 
have been to destroy their feelings of honour and 
honesty. А law of repression might be a tyranuy 
in the hands of a tyrant, but in the hands 
of men who had spent their lives in the pro- 
motion of freedom it would be a measure of pro- 
tection. ‘This statement, as well as others in Mr. 
Driglit's speech, was received with cries of “No” 
and ironical cheers from the Irish members. Mr. 
Biggar rudely denied that the Ministers were the 
friends of Ireland; but Mr. Bright. was loudly 
cheered when he said no one could “~ honestiy”? 
question the fact. Мт. Bright went on to say that 
tue Government had introduced the Bill under a 
solemn seuse of duty which uot be escaped, and they 
believed that though it might bea measure of re- 
striction for a few, it would be a measure of mercy 
for many. When it was disposed of іс would be 
followed by a Land Dil which, he believed, would 
be “а great and а comprehensive measure," and ое 
that would rendound to the enduring reputation o£ 
Parliament and the Prime Minister.

BAILEY BUDGET. 


Tue Recorper, in charging the grand jury at the 
Old Bailey last Monday, was happy to say that the 
offences charged were not so serious as usual. There 
were two charges of manslaughter—one against a 
carman named Edward Wheatley, who was driving 
в уап over Westminster Bridge one dark night, and 
turning on to the Embankment he drove against the 
deceased man, the wheel skidded against his body, 
and he was dragged about nine yards. He was con- 
veyed to the hospital, and, having recovered con- 
sciousness and heen attended to, he was allowed to 
Bo out. About ten days afterwards the same doctor 
was again called in to attend, the deceased, and it 
was then found that the man was suifering from 
blood poisoning, from which he shortly afterwards 
died, The medical men spose with some dif- 
fidence as to the cause of denth, and before 
they could find a true bill against the car- 
шап they must be convinced that he had been 
guilty of culpable negligence. There was a charge 
against three boys of the Philanthropic School at 
Reigate for the manslaughter of а schoolfellow. 
They were in the playground, and the three boys 
charged placed a rope round the waist of the de- 
ceased and pulled him up a pole about three feet. 
They then struck him with ropes, which, if it was 
play, was very rough play indeed, and, the boy 
calling out, the master ran into the playground.

Shortly afterwards the boy died; and, on a post- 
mortem examination being made, it was found that
